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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the claiming of the "light-insensitive organic silver salt grains of benenic acid" raises new issue that requires 
further consideration and/or search since page 117, lines 12 pointed out by the applicants fails to support the light-insensitive organic 
silver salt grains of behenic acid, but organic silver salt of behenic of 130.8 g, arachidic acid of 67.7 g , stearic acid of 43.6 g and pamitic 
acid of 2.3 g. The scope of the light insensitive organic silver salt grains of behenic acid encompasses the scope of beyond the 
composition presented on page 117, lines 1-2 including the pure silver behenate which is not shown in the specification disclosure . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reason set forth in the Final Office Action. 
The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 on October 2, 2006 is insuffient to overcome the rejection since it is not commensurate with the 
scope of the claimed invention. The ratio of the compound of formula (3) to the compound of formula (1) is 0.001 to 0.2. The Declaration 
fails to provide the results in accordance to the lower limit of the ratio of the compounds which is 0.001 and the upper limit of the ratio of 
the compound which is 0.2. Therefore, the criticality of the range cannot be determined. The lower limit and the upper limit of the ratio of 
the compound is 0.002 and 0.16. The applicants offer no basis in technical reasoning and/or objective evidence to support the 
conclusion that the demonstrated results can be extrapolated to the ratio of 0.001 and 0.2 .
